In some of the exchanges, we 
have recently noticed some criii- 
clan of the use of tbe word " mute" 
by the Goodyear publication, the 
"Wiugfoot Clau." The criticism is 
that the word mute is obsolete, 
and somewhat insulting to the deal 
as a class 

The colony of mutes or deaf 
people (just as you please) in 
Akrou is quite large, and has no 
duplicate elsewhere in this country. 
Conditions here pertaining to the 
colony are not the same in other 
places. The great majority of I be 
Akrou colony works for oue firm 
Now considering that the members 
of this coiony engage iu nil the 
activities, such as sport and din 
matics, as their hearing co-workers, 
does it not appear evident that 
there must be some sort of a name 
tb designate them ? Newspapers 
have to be economical of space, 
and mutes is probably the shortest 
word that can be used to identify 
the deaf workers. Just imagiue 
having to write au account of a 
game where the deaf team, silenl 
team, does this or that. Waste of 
space, and the words do not ex 
plain as much as the word mules. 

Some of Hie criticism is that 
mules should not be used, because 
the deaf are not mute. That is line 
iu so far as making sound is con 
oerned, but how many of the deaf 
possess speech that is understood 
perfectly Piobably not a dozen. 
Some of us are fortunate enough to 
havo good speech, as a result of hav- 



ing lost our hearing late lu life, the 
greater number of the deaf, how 
ever, have not that advantage, aud 
as far as practicability is concerned 
they are mutes when it comes to 
using speech with strangers. 

But to correct any idea that the 
Goodyear Company is back of the 
word mutes, let me say that it was 
entirely coined by the newspapets 
and gradually used by every body 
There is no more disgrace iu being 
known as a mute as being known as 
a silent, or deaf person.

LINOLEUM 



Have you ever examined a piece 
of oilcloth or linoleum to discover its 
structure? Do you know of what it 
is made? Have you noted the differ- 
ence in the coloring of the common 
floor oilcloth and Hie inlaid lino- 
leum, and what forms Hie back of 
the heavy linoleum? If not, do so 
before reading this artiole. A few 
moments of objective study will 
reward your effort. Mr. Ralph H. 
Buiz, in a recent Christian 
Endeavor World, tells the interest- 
ing story of the manufacture of 
linoleum, and answers many of the 
queries that will come to mind as 
one examines this much used floor 
covering. 

Mr. Bulz says that " the greater 
part of the earth's surface is covet- 
ed lo obtain the proper materials 
for litis floor covering Oue of the 
most Important articles in this con- 
nection is f|,ix, the seed of which 
is crushed to make lioseed oil. Flax 
is imported from Russia, Argentina, 
and Canada. Linseed oil forms the 
base of all linoleum products 
Coik is next in importance, and 
this is imported from Spain, Portu- 
gal, and Morocco. Burlap is requir 
ed to start the process, an I this bur- 
lap Is woven in Scotland from jute 
that is raised in India. A certain 
grade of gams is r< quired to mix 
wilh Hie rest of the m. it era Is, and 
these gums are gathered in Austra 
lie and Africa. The paints or pig 
nients that are necessary to color 
the linoleum ate manufactured in 
this country, but before the war be 
gau it was necessary lo impoit them 
from France, Belgium, aud Ger- 
many." 

Oilcloth is coarse canvas which 
has received a number of coats of 
thick oil paint, each coat being 
rubbed smooth wilh pumice stone 
before the application of the next. 
Its surface is ornamented with pat- 
terns painted in oil colors by means 
of wooden blocks. Since Hie colors 
are simply printed on the sin face, 
they in time wear off. Iu the best 
linoleums the colors extern! through- 
out the material. 

* In the proportion that linoleum 
is superior to the coinmou oilcloth 
as a covering, is the process, of 
its manufacture more complicated 
and mote interesting. 

"Iu making linoleum linseed oil 
must be oxidized The oil is ex- 
posed to the air, and absorb* 
oxygen, which gradually changes it 
from a liquid to a tough, robbery 
substance The oil is boiled before 
the process is started. 

"The best known process of ex- 
posing the oil lo the air is to hang 
long sheets of cotton cloth to the lop 
of a high building or shed, which 
may be fiom sixty lo eighty feet 
from floor to oei ling. Day after day 
these sheets are then flooded auto 
matically and regularly with the 
boiled linseed oil, which, as it 
trickles down, leaves a thin deposit, 
and impiisons minute quantities ol 
air. 

Tbhl process is continued until the 
sheets grow into " skiu " about three 
fourths of an inch thick, which re- 
quires several weeks of continual 
flooding. After they have reached 
the required thickness, they are 
taken down and cti' into pieces. 
Then these pieces are put through 
chopping machines and mixing ma- 
chines, where 1 1 ey are ground into 
veiy line particles. Then cork is 
pulverized and placed in the mixing 
machine with the oxidized linseed 

oil. Tbe pigment to make the desir- 
ed color is also added. 

" After these materials have been 
thoroughly mixed, they ate taken 
out of the machine in a stiff, tena- 
cious mass, Which is then applied 
to the long sheets of burlap form 
ing the back of linoleum. In the 
making of plaiu linoleum this ooui- 
pouud is applied by a heavy rolling 
machine, whioh presses It ou the 



burlap very evenly. After it is 
properly pressed, it must be cured ' 
This cuiing is doue by placiug it in 
a large oven specially designed for 
Hie purpose, and in which the 
temperature is constantly maintain 
ed at 140 F. After it lias been in 
the oven or healer for several weeks 
it is ready for marketing. 

"The best grade of linoleum is 
inlaid, the man fact ure requiring a 
more elaborate aud Intricate pro- 
cess. The colors iu inlaid linoleum 
ruu through to the burlap ou which 
it is pressed, and last through the 
life of the goods. Iu the making of 
inlaid linoleum the varicolored com- 
positions are fed into the inlaying 
machine iu the form of sheets which 
have already been rolled out. Each 
color has its own dies, and these 
punch out the pieces and press them 
onto the burlap. 

"After tbe inlaying machine has 
piessed these small blocks onto the 
Burlap, the burlap is takeu to the 
hydraulic press, where it is twice 
put under a pressure of 400.000 
pounds to the squate foot. This 
great pressure squeezes the stam- 
ped-out tit lt»s and burlap into a 
single material that does not show a 
seam or a joint. 

"Liuoleum is used not only in 
houses, but heavy linoleums are 
used on tbe decks of huge battle 
ships. Iu our modern skyscraper, 
linoleum is cemented directly to the 
concrete floor. It is used for tbe 
tops of decks and tables and other 
metal furniture, and for a great 
many other purposes." 

Liticrusta-Waltrn is a " material 
similai to linoleum, which is stamp 
ed out in embossed patterns aud 
used as a covering for walla." 

The Encyclopedia Britaonica says 
that Michael Nairn, of Scotland, 
was the first peison to couceive the 
notion of utilizing the fiber of cork 
and oil paint in such a way as to 
produce a fl.»or covering more last- 
ing than carpet and yet capable ot 
taking a pattern. Tnis was in 
1847. Mr. Nairn is also responsible 
for the linoleum business, though a 
Mr. Walton took out a patent in 
I860 for linoleum. 



What is Success?

Still vigorous aud active, John 
Snell, of Keutuoky, at the age of 
131, looks complacently upon the 
youngsters who are running banks 
or railroads or holding seats tn the 
Uuited Slates Senate at the age of 
70 or 80 Jobu Snell is still run- 
ning his farm aud bad enough in- 
terest in life to come to the state 
fair at L-xingtou and look the 
plump pumpkins and bine grass 
livestock over. 

Thomas Parr of England, who 
died in 1635 at the age of 152, had 
the honor of being hutied in West- 
minster- Abbey. There are refolds 
here and there in England, France 
aud Germany, of men « ho have lived 
well iuto the flrat half of their 
second oentury befote passing away. 
Two other Americans, like Jjlm 
Snell, passed the age of 130. Near- 
ly every county in Western New 
York has had half a dozen men 
and women who rounded out the 
ceutury mark, and most of these 
counties cau Doast of centenarians 
still liviug within their borders. 
But there are none in these parts to 
iay claim to an age approaching that 
of John Snell of Kentucky. 

John has set a high mark for his 
fellow men to equal, one that has 
been attained by few men of whom 
we have a record of all the millions 
who havo lived since the days when 
birth statistics began to be filed. 

There was an Italian nobleman a 
few centuries ago who, seeing bis 
relatives getting ready to quarrel 
over the divisiou of bis estate, 
determined to fool them, whioh he 
did by living to the age of 137, aud 
iu the meantime helping to bury all 
of those who were waiting to slip 
iuto his shoes. He is said to have 
attained to this age by determining 
just tbe quantity of food that he 
needed to keep healthy and resolute- 
ly eating just that much each day 
aud no more, weighing his food care- 
fully so that he would uot exoeed 
the proper amount — Rochester 
Herald.

Strang* stories concerning the 
deaf often go tbe rounds of tbe 
newspapers. Some of them are good 
and true, but most of them sadly 
exaggerated. We all know about 
" learning lip-reading while you 
wait." Which may be trne if yon 
wait long enough. But it is seldom 
nowadays that we read in public 
newspaper print of anything favor- 
able to the sign language. 

Gleaned from items that have 
lately appeared, the following is an 
example: — 

" Deaf-mutes are not the only 
ones who talk without words. 
Aviators are tbe latest to develop 
this means of communication, be- 
cause of tbe incessant noise of tbe en- 
gine. Unable to make themselves 
beard otherwise, they have invented 
a sign language. 

" For many years workers in the 
weaving sheds of a cotton factory 
have used this method, for the same 
reason. Many become so expert that 
tbey can talk in this way at a dis- 
tance of thirty or forty yards." 

You will notice that it is a sign 
language that helps the aviators, and 
also tbe workers in cotton factories, 
and that tbey are obliged to use this 
method because tbey are practically 
deaf. Then how about those who 
are actually deaf? The oralists 
should get after these aviators and 
mill workers, who are inviting mental 
disaster by using hand and arm 
gestures instead of lip motions. 

Another paragraph we have come 
across reads: — 

"Forbidden conversation, Eng- 
lish convicts use signs when talking 
in an audible whisper, which can 
he heard at least a yard away, but 
without moving the lips." 

This is tbe limit of perversity. 
Even tbe taubstummen (deaf-dumbs) 
of Germany make tbe concession of 
lip-movements and signs simultane- 
ously. Thank God tbe American 
deaf do both alternately I 

The sign-language, which is so 
openly discouraged by many Ameri- 
can educators of the deaf; which is so 
furtively tolerated by a great many 
teachers; which is often defended in 
an apologetic way, as being a microbe 
of impulse for which no satisfactory 
toxin has been discovered; — this 
sign language is really aadevelopment 
from gestures of tbe people, in their 
homes to tbe children, on tbe plat- 
form to tbe populace, in tbe pulpit 
to the congregation, and on the stage 
to give added realism to the char- 
acters assumed and proper thrill to 
an enraptured audience. To the 
totally deaf tbe sign-language is 
everywhere. Tbey read it in tbe 
facial muscles and the lip, arm, add 
hand movements of tbe people that 
pas* them by. Tbe interpretation 
may not always be accurate, but this 
oos mc i oua ob—rvation of every action 



within the focus of their eyes is an 
inseparable part of their inner lives. 
Yes ; tbe language of signs has 
its uses, and no amount of detrac- 
tion, or ingenious effort to abolish 
it, will ever be more than a tempor- 
ary success with a limited number. 
Tbe silent language will always 
have an irresistible charm for the 
"silent people."

Till. tttr««le e>t Bird Mlsrratlosi 

There are few subjects fa 
natural history which have In- 
terested mankind for so loo* h time 
M hare the appearance and disap- 
pearance of the birds with the 
seasons. Thousands of years ago 
primitive peoples remarked the 
precision with which some turds ap- 
peared In the spring, and so great 
was their belief in the hiids as 
timepieces that they are said to 
have been guided in the planting 
of thwir crops 6y the coming of 
certain birds. 

They natn rally wondered where 
the birds had spent the winter. 
One old belief was that some hi- 
bernated in hollow trees, and an- 
other that swallow* burrowed into 
the mud an do the snakes and frogs.

The gteatest travelers of 
all are found among the snore-birds 
and sea birds, some of vhicb 
Journey to Patagonia, the southern- 
irf of South America, or siill 
farther to the islands of the 
An Ses. The winter aud 

summer homes of the Arctio tern 
tor example, are about 11,000 miles 
apart, making a distance of 22,000 
miles which some members of this 
species travel yearly. 

Some birds fly by night, some by 
day. Mr. William Brewster says 
that timid, sedentary and feeble- 
winged birds, like the thrushes, 
wrens, warblers and vireos, migrate 
night and eat and rest during the 
day. Bold, restless, tbe strong 
wiuged birds, such as robins, b< 
ed larks, bobolinks, blackbirds aud 
orioles, migrate ohiefly by day, 
except when crossing large bodies 
of water or over countries where 
food la scarce. Birds of easy tire- 
less wings that feed habitually in 
tbe air, such as swallows, switts and 
hawks, migrate always by day, as 
food ss tbey fly. 
Migrating, birds follow ssowa- 
taiu chains, coast lines and valleys, 
and, unless there Is much fog, tbey 
usually fly about a mile above tbe 
earth. 

Birds are guided mainly by sight, 
but hearing is also of assistance to 
them. The number of birds that 
pass through the upper air on favor- 
able nights is almost unbelievable. 

In the spring migration the males 
start first. In tbe fall the old 
bird" lead the way, either alone or 
aocompanied by the young. 

It must indeed be a powerful

We shall never cease to wonder 
bow they find tbeir way, but that 
tbey do is oertaio, for many com- 
non b ids that have » a»n banded 
have been known to return to tbe 
name neat year after year. Many 
-ng experiment* have like- 
wise bees performed with terns, 
taken from *ts and liberat- 

ed to iBid-oeeao, which definitely 
prove that birds are able infallibly 



to reach their chosen destinations. 

This wonderful iustinct which 
guides the birds on their way has 
been called a sense of direction, but 
as yet very little is known about It. 
The power of this sixth sense can 
not be fully appreciated until one 
has kept a bird calendar for several 
years and has seen how punctually 
tbe birds arrive year after year. 
Tbe first birds to come on the 
spring migration are naturally 
those wbicb have tbe shortest dis- 
tance to travel— tbe horned larks, 
robins, bluebirds, blackbirds and 
Canada geese. The coming of these 
earlier species is not so regular as 
the coming of later ones, because 
the weather is not settled ; unsea- 
sonable warmth will hasten them 
north and storms and cold waves 
will retard them. During April 
and May, however, tbe number of 
species migrating increases, and 
they become more and more 
punctual in their arrivals. By the 
middle of May, when tbe weather 
is warm aud settled, the height of 
the migration occurs, and each 
species arrives each year on almost 
the same day At this time every 
hedgerow aud ravine, and even 
tbe trees of the city streets, are 
filled with tbe bright fluttering 
forms of warblers, vireos and fly 
catchers. Tbe northward migra- 
tion is practically over by July 1, 
ending rather abruptly with the 
passage of tbe shore-birds. 

The spiiug migration Is such a 
conspicuous and fascinating phase 
of bird life, with its wealth of song 
and color, that we are likely to over 
'look the fall migration. Yet, just 
as surely as the birds move north in 
the spring, must they return south in 
fall. But do not wait until fall has 
really arrived before looking for fall 
migrants, for as soon tbe nesting 
season is over there are signs of the 
rail migration. A few shorebirds 
may be beard flying over, uttering 
their loud, clear whistles, on tbeir 
way south again as early as the days 
of June. The swallows begin to 
flock, preparatory to tbeir south 
ward journeys, about tbe middle of 
July, and a general southward 
movement of warbleis may be 
noticed the first part of August. 

Some birds molt before tbey start 
south ; others molt enroute. The 
young golden plover is white breast- 
ed when he flies over the Atlantic 
ocean in the fall ; as he crosses tbe 
Gulf of Mexico the following spring 
this has become jet black. The 
scarlet tanager during his fall mi- 
gration is a uniform greenish yellow, 
but be returns next spring in bril- 
liant black and scarlet. Tbe bobo 
link goes sooth marked with buff 
olive; he returns in black and white. 
Mock about migration remains to 
be discovered. Tbe chimney swifts 
can be traced to the Gulf of Mexico; 
then they disappear We do no 
know where tbey go, but the last of 
March a twittering is beard and they 
have returned fiom the unknown. 
The fall migration has not the 
charm of tbe coming of the birds in 
the spring, for they are clad in 
their dull winter plumage, their 
songs are gone or at best are only 
fragmentary, the birds are shy and 
retiring in their habits, and tbeir 
progress south lacks the punctuali- 
ty which marked tbeir northward 
flights. Instead, they pasi leisure- 
ly on tbeir way, lingering where 
food is abundant, for they must 
store up strength for tbeir long 
travels back to the south.— The 
Farm Journal.
